The above charts indicate that the problems faced by the 


district in the past 10 years have been serious. Housing, 
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transportation, teaching personnel, and finances are all af- 
fected by increases in enrollment. 


The chart on elementary enrollment indicates that enroll- 
ments have been increased in two ways in the district. The 
first is a nation wide trend. Our increased birth rate, in 
part, has caused a general increase in school population. 
This is indicated in the increased enrollment per grade. 
The total increase is 161 over the enrollment of 10 years 
ago. The fact that 89 more pupils are enrolled in the pri- 
mary grades is indicative of the problem that is in the im- 
mediate future. With 158 children in three grades a minimum 
of 5 teachers are required and it would probably be pre- 
ferable to have 6. If continued, it would require providing 
additional classroom space to house the enrollment adequate- 
ly. 3 

In addition as the groups have advanced through the 
grades, the enrollments have generally increased because of 
new families moving into town. The two phenomena com- 


bined have produced the resulting enrollment which is more 
than doubled that oi 1946. 


The housing problem has been met as far as current en- 
rollment is concerned. It is possible to create an additional 
room by erecting another partition as was formerly done. 
This would permit approximately another 10% increase 
in enrollment. Beyond that a housing problem would again 
become a possibility. 


The transportation problem, of course, increases as school 
population increases. The number of pupils transported for 
1953-54 was 300 which is almost twice the whole enrollment 
of 10 years ago. Part of this transportation load is due to 
centralization but the increased school population would also 
Cause an increase. 


Teacher personnel must also be increased to meet the 
needs of such an increase in enrollment. Although the en- 
rollment has doubled the staff has increased by only 2/3. The 
supervisory union staff has increased in both instructional 
and supervisory levels to meet the demand of increased en- 
roliments in all districts. 


All of these areas seriously affect the total cost of edu- 
cating the children of the district at the elementary level. 
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The financial problem is further accentuated by providing 
for the secondary education of the district’s young people. 


The secondary enrollment shows the same general trend 
as does the elementary enrollment. The current secondary 
enrollment is 225% greater than i0 years ago with a potential 
enrellment for ’55-’56, 21% times as large as ’45-’46. Numeric- 
ally the increase is anticapted to be approximately 60 pupils. 
With the current enrollments at elementary level the number 
of secondary pupils will increase as the larger elementary 
classes reach high school. This is important from the point 
of view of district finance. Another contributing factor to 
the increased secondary load is the change in age of com- 
pulsory attendance to 16 years of age. Although a district 
not maintaining a high school is not directly affected, the 
labor hiring policies of corporations employing young people 
affect such districts indirectly in areas where the districts are 
contiguous to urban areas. The enrollment at secondary 
level is thus affected by a factor in addition to those affect- 
ing elementary enrollment when compared with past en- 
rollment figures. 


The increase in tuition rate in the past ten years has also 
been a factor in the cost of educating the youth of any com- 
munity that sends its secondary youth to high schools in 
neighboroing communities. This factor will be considered 
at greater length later in the report. 


PERSONNEL 


The district had only one replacement and one new teach- 


er. In the current situation the retention of such a propor- 


tion of the staff is good for the pupils. 


The staff is composed of teachers adequately trained and 
with only one exception several years of experience. The 
children profit where the staff is as well prepared both pro- 
fessionally and by experience as is currently true. The ad- 
dition of a full time music instructor in instrumental music 
in Derry released time so the music instruction was returned 
to more nearly its former status. With the increased number 
of pupils and rooms the time per class room is less although 
the total time spent in the school is increased. 


The handwriting instruction program has been continued 
and is producing valuable results. The legibility and neatness 
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of written work make it a desirable feature of our education- 
al program. 


The work of the teachers is worthy of commendation. 
They are striving to improve themselves by attendance at 
summer school and at extension courses. They also make an 
effort to be present most of the time so that the work of 
the school is kept at a high level of efficiency. 


The use of and supervision of the play area has been so 
fine that it is worthy of commendation. Incidentally, the 
play area is one of the best equipped in the state. The amount 
and types of equipment available make it possible for all 
the children to be engaged in wholesome recreational acti- 
vity at one and the same time. Since the children can all 
be accommodated at once, the incidence of accidents has 
been slight. The use of the town hall for basketball has 
made it less difficult for the boys and girls to adjust to the 
program, curricula and extra curricula, of the various high 
schools they attend. 


The program of the schools with the current staff has 
met quite well the needs of children both curricula and 
extra curricula. The music and physical educational ,(rec- 
reational) program have aided immeasurably in eliminating 
many problems. All of this is due to the cooperation and 
conscientious efforts of all members of the staff. 


PROGRAM 


The action of the legislature in providing funds to make 
available to the larger supervisory unions a helping teacher 
is paying dividends in Supervisory Union No. 10. One of the 
5 largest unions in terms of pupils and teachers in the state 
the services of a helping teacher have coordinated the class- 
room work from grade to grade so that pupils can progress 
more rapidly. 


The book purchases this year have replaced in the lower 
grades readers that have been in use over the past 15 years 
with the revised edition. The experiences of this period 
enabled the editors to improve certain phases of the reading 
program. The revision is extending through the intermediate 
grades during the current year and the program of replacing 
current texts of copyright date of 11-12-15 years ago should 
be extended to include these grades. 
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The social studies program is in the process of shifting to 
the present recommended program. At 4th grade level an — 
emphasis on local and state history and geography will, it is = 
believed, prove to be both more interesting and more in- — 


ve 


formative as far as local and state affairs are ‘concerned. ek 


The constant expansion of the cureculien by inclusion of — 
additional new material makes it difficult within the cur- ce 
rent time allotments to carry on the whole program with- — 
out all the instructional aids possible. The use of textbooks, 
‘maps, charts and other visual aids to a greater extent ag 
advisable from the viewpoint of both pupil and teacher. 

The learning process becomes more efficient as more visual — 
aids are used. :

The budget shows an overall increase of $9,013.43. The ce

The increase in the area of administrative costs 18. en=5 
tirely due to increased enrollment. Per ‘capita tax accounts | 
for half the increase. 


The special article is only to defray the expense caused by 
the opening of another room at primary level. This was im-— 5 ga 
perative due to the number of entering pupils at first grade — 
level. : 
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As was stated in the last several reports the financial pro-— 
blems of schools are going to be solved only when a realistic =| 
_ approach to the problem is made at state level. The obliga- 
_ tion of the state should be met so as to alteyiate the burden es 
& on real property.
